Each  chapter  is  prefaced  by  a  portrait  of 
the  character  under  discussion.  The  pub- 
lishers feel  that  in  Mr.  Rothschild  they  have 
a  popular  historical  writer  and  interpreter 
whose  first  work  shows  novel  and  individual 
treatment.
